‘ The Angels’ 

Why has Brian Decker, son of Hank and 
Suzanne Decker of Sierra Madre, chosen to join 
the Guardian Angels? “Because the girl across the 
street was assaulted and 1 decided 1 should do 
something extra to help out,’’ Brian answers quick¬ 
ly. Deckers live across the street from the 16-year- 
old Sierra Madre girl who was bludgeoned in her 
home in the early morning hours a month ago. 

Brian, a junior at La Salle High School this 
fall, has been attending organizational meetings for 
the “Angels” ever since the first meeting was held 
in Sierra Madre over a month ago. 

“That night 1 talked with them (representatives 
of the ‘Angels’) and 1 decided to join. The meeting 
was interesting and they sounded like they had 
something good going for them. At the very first 
training meeting we worked out, then they taught 
us some .self-defense and handcuffing and we patrol- 
ed lower Arcadia,” Decker says. 

How did it feel to be a part of the group? 

“It felt good. It felt like you were helping 
out. I’ve been in training for a month now and 
I’ve learned alot. I’ve learned a lot about self- 
defense such as when to use tactics like putting 
someone in a hold if he swings at you. First, 
we tell them to freeze and identify themselves. 
If they, run, we chase them. If they comply, we 
put cuffs on them. If they fight, we use self 
defense,” the local youth explains. 

Then he adds, “Of course, that’s only in cases 
when someone has done something wrong. We have 
to see them in the act. We have to have evidence.” 

On Thursdays, members of the about-to-be-or¬ 
ganized San Gabriel Valley chapter are trained by a 
law enforcement officer who has been a policeman 
for nine years. “He teaches us street situations.

Tragedy struck a group of seven hikers early 
Saturday morning, Aug. 24, when they hiked on the 
First Water Trail south of the Chantry Flats Ran¬ 
ger Station in Big Santa Anita Canyon. 

A compounding of errors may have contributed 
to the death of 24-year-old Anita Babb, Lakewood. 
The group of five males and two females arrived 
at the closed picnic ground at 11 p.m. the pre¬ 
vious evening and decided to hike on the moon¬ 
less night to the BSA canyon bottom. 

Babb, a heavy-set woman carrying a 30- 
pound duffel bag, was at the end of the group 
without a flashlight. She either lost her footing or 
walked off the trail in the darkness, reported team 
leader Arnold Gaffrey. 

Other members of the group heard noises and 
called out to Babb. There was no response. The 
group continued the hike to the canyon bottom 


and two members proceeded up the canyon and 
discovered the fatally injured Babb. The others 
used the emergency telephone to summon help. 

Eight members of the Sierra Madre Search & 
Rescue Team responded to the call along with 
LA County Fire paramedics. Unfortunately, she had 
expired. The normal '/ 2 -hoiu evacuation took about 
two hours because of the woman’s size and the 
rocky terrain. 

This tragic accident points up again the necessity 
of proper footgear and equipment. It is not advisc- 
able to hike at night without proper lights and in 
areas where one is not familiar. Ihis was the 63rd 
rescue mission for the team this year. The team is 
thankful for the continued financial support of the 
community. A little more than $14,CKH) has been 
donated in the current fund drive for the team. 
More is needed to reach the goal of $25,()(X).

Task force continues 
queries of murders 

Los Angeles County Sheriff’s Deputy John 
Broussard told The News Tuesday morning that 
up to 13 more cases are “definitely connected with 
the killer (called the “Night Stalker” and the “Val¬ 
ley Intruder”). 

Besides those seven reported last week, he said 
the following have been added to the list: 

— William Doi, male, Monterey Park, May 14, 
murdered; 

— Joyce Nelson, female, Monterey Park, July 7, 
murdered; 

— Petcre Pan, male, San E'rancisco, Aug. 17 or 
18, murdered, (his wife was assaulted); 

— Vincent and Maxine Zazzara, male and female. 
Mission Viejo, Aug. 25, male murdered, woman 
assaulted. 

Broussard said information concerning contact 
with dentists around this part of the state was re¬ 
leased prematurely. “It is an investigative tool, part 
of the investigation we are not discussing.” 

That information came on the heels of an an- 
noucement that the assailant’s teeth were rotted, 
discolored and gapped, possibly needing the care of 
a dentist. 

Originally there were 34 cases task force mem¬ 
bers were investigating and now they know that 
13 are related. “Anthing beyond that we are not 
discussing. If any more cases appear to be re¬ 
lated, wc will release that information.” 

Ihc News asked about certain similarities in 
the killings and attacks that had been reported by 
the media and Broussard replied, “We know he 
is attacking between 10 p.m. and 6 a.m. and that 
he gains entry through open doors and windows. 
Any other information we are not releasing.” 

How docs the sheriff’s department perceive 
the Guardian Angels? 

Broussard said, “We treat them with the same 
respect as with other organized groups if they 
stay within the law 

Broussared stated that the incident in which 
a 16-year-old Sierra Madre female was bludgeoned 
in her home a month and a half ago was still one 
of the cases being investigated. 


and legal responsibilities as the council. Their goal is 
to encourage new business and get rid of blight in the 
city. The CRA can build new roads if it has the 
money and he pointed to the Bunker Hill di.strict 
in downtown Los Angeles. 

“The CRA is not limited to acting within its 
own borders,” he said. 

A computer, a phone system or a city hall 
would fall within the border while a fire station, 
police station or streets would fall outside the pro¬ 
ject area. 

The CRA, City Administrator Jim McRea 
added, is responsible for 8 - lO'Tb of the city

wanted to give the police department a raise?” 

Martin answered, “You can pay for capital 
improvements only.” 

Councilman Sam Simpsom asked, “If we don’t 
spend the CRA money we have (which he says is 
well over $1 million), can the county come in and 
take it?” 

Martin answered that they can’t take it but 
they can hold it for the future. 

A possible phone system for the city to be pur¬ 
chased by CRA money will appear on the next 
agenda of the council.

A newcomer speaks 
about parking, crime,

I have only just ar¬ 
rived in this humble little 
town recently. And I like 
it. 

I come from a big city. 
Noise, crime and frus¬ 
tration were my neigh¬ 
bors. The newspaper was 
full of villainy; the TV • 
cataloged attrocities and 
no one ever did anything 
they weren’t paid to 
do — unless it was for 
the local union. 

Sierra Madre is just an 
off-hand scratch on the 
map compared to the ci¬ 
ty I come from. But 
give that no mind. 1 
chose Sierra Madre be¬ 
cause it was small, and 
serene and sleepy. Even 
the street I live on is 
tiny. By big-city stand¬ 
ards, a paltry alley. 
Some cars use it. Child¬ 
ren play in it. But most¬ 
ly it is abandoned. And 
1 like it. 

1 have walked down¬ 
town and visited most of 
the shops. On my first 
visit, a shopkeeper asked 
how 1 was. I said it was 
none of his business and 
walked straight out. 1 
only gave him one curse 
for his invasion. 

But I was too quick. 
Everyone here says hello. 
Asks how I’m doing. 
Visits in a neighborly 
way. Welcomes me. At 
first 1 was surprised, 
even shocked. Where I 
come from, that never 
happens. Folks in my 
old city just didn’t have 


everyone’s attention un¬ 
til we saw a police car 
parked and the officer 
busily writing a ticket. 
We went out and ex¬ 
plained the circumstan¬ 
ces but he wasn’t at all 
interested — after all, 
this was a boringly quiet 
Saturday afternoon on a 
little trafficked residen¬ 
tial street. It did seem to 
me a warning would 
have sufficed and it 

the time for greetings 
and chat. They were 
worried about getting 
mugged, or worse. But 
I have gotten used to 
Sierra Madre. And 1 like 
it. 

Every now and then I 
get the urge to return to 
my old ways. For a day. 
I’ll glower at one and 
all.

“Tapeworms” 

During the summer months, dogs and cats 
are more susceptible to contracting tapeworms. 
The reason for this is that the flea popula¬ 
tion is on the increase and fleas carry the 
immature tapeworm. In order to contract tape¬ 
worms from a flea, the animal must swallow 
the flea. Cats are more likely to do this than 
dogs, since they are meticulous groomers. 

In addition to being transmitted through 
fleas, pets can also get tapeworms by coming 
in contact with an infected source such as: 
rodents, grass, raw meat and stagnant water. 

If your pet has tapeworms, you will no¬ 
tice small, white segments in the stool or on the 
underneath parts of the tail. These segments 
are actually parts of the adult worms that 
attach themselves to your pet’s intestinal walls, 
and the shedding of these segments is the way 
in which the worm spreads to other animals. 
The adult worm robs your pet of some nu¬ 
trition as the worm feeds on food substances 
which pass through the intestines. 

Your pet might not show any ill effects 
from tapeworms initially, but over a period of 
time, you may notice that your pet lacks vi¬ 
tality, has diarrhea, has an increased appetite 
and may show a dull coat. If you notice or 
suspect tapeworms, the best plan is to have 
your vet perform a microscopic test ($4) 
on a stool sample from your pet. This will 
confirm the presence of tapeworms and your 
vet will give your pet an injection to eliminate 
the parasite. 

Prompt treatment is advised, since the 
worms can be passed to other pets in the house¬ 
hold or in the neighborhood.

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for but they also caught four other persons who 
were committing more minor crimes. 

Sliwa described how the most recent assailant 
(sometimes called the Night Stalker and also called 
the Valley Intruder) works: he attacks people while 
they are sleeping and groggy, at a time when they 
are least able to take care of themselves. 

“This creep still walks the streets. You can say, 
‘Eh, at least someone’s out there looking after us.’ 
With your help, we can do this,” Sliwa told 
the group of about 70 persons in a room encircled 
by Guardian Angels. 

Sliwa called the assailant a “mutant creature.” 
He also said, “You’re probably wondering what 
this huckleberry (referring to himself and other 
Guardian Angels) is doing here? What can he do to 
give us relief? . . . This guy roams like a vampire 
getting citizens while they’re in a woozy state. We 
place Guardian Angels in these apartments and 
houses and eventually the vulture will be caught.” 

He also told the audience that they could 
screen their “angel” and establish ground rules. 
“We’re your guests who want to be your pro¬ 
tector. We’re free but we could sure stand some 
colTee to keep us awake,” he grinned. 

Sliwa cautioned the media that this “slcezebag” 
watches the news and “he’s feeding on it.”

Young suggests flea treatment 


For awhile last week, visitors at the Sierra 
Madre News thought a kitten was being interviewed. 
However, the actual interview was with Vicki 
Young, California State Humane officer, Criminal 
Investigation and Rescue Division, I,os Angeles So¬ 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 

Young is also the only female member of the 
Sierra Madre Volunteer fire Dept, and has also 
served as a local reserve police olticer. 

She came to The News to discuss lleas, and, 
of course, that was the reason lor the kitten s 
being in the newspaper ollicc. 

Mayor lorn Bradley has proclaimed this week, 
Aug. 25-31, to be Mea C ontrol VVeek in Los An¬ 
geles. And Young brought some lascinating infor¬ 
mation about fleas with her. 

• A Ilea can leap as fat as three feet. Scien¬ 
tists say that if a Ilea, with its long-jumping 
ability, were as large as a man, it could jump 
over the Washington Motiumetit. 

• A flea can live for otie year or more without 
food while waiting to sip blood from att animal. 

• An adult female flea typically takes up residence 
on a host pet, feeds for a couple of days and then 
lays hundreds of eggs. 

• A female flea is capable ol Uiyitig as many as 
3000 eggs in her lifetime. 

• Fleas reproduce tnost i|iticl.ly in wartn, hutnid 
weather. 

• A flea life cycle cati be cotnpleted withiti three 
weeks. 

• Flea eggs hatch in just one week. 

• Flea larvae feed for aboitt a week, spiti coeootis 
and emerge as adults iti as little as nine days. 

• A flea can remaiti oti the satiie host animal 
for up to a year or it cati easily hop from otic 
host to another. 

• A flea also cati tnake itsell at home oti car¬ 
peting, pet’s bedding or people’s clothing. 

Of course, flea in lest at ion can pose a serious 
health threat to pets. They least oil the blood, 
causing anemia. Pet scratchitig ol lleas cati lead to 
self-mutilation and inlecliotis. Ingested lleas can 
transmit tapeworm, l leas are the tuimber one cause 
of allergic dermatitis in pets. 


“Fleas are serious problems for pets and people 
and can be life-threatening to pets,’’ Young says. 
Kittens and puppies can die from flea infestation. 

Southern California has the distinction of being 
called the flea capital of the state. Flea allergies 
can pose real problems such as hair loss on the 
animal. Pets can lose up to 90% of their hair. 
Humans can be infected from carpets and furniture. 
They bite and suck people, biting after the blood. 

Young explains that there are different kinds 
of fleas: those that infest rats, squirrels, dogs and 
cats. Humans, she says, can be bitten by any 
type of fleas. Recent publicity has just reported 
the incidence of bubonic plague and typhus caused 
by fleas in the Angeles Forest. Typhus is usually 
found in rats that bite the dog or cat and can be 
transmitted to humans in that way. 

“Fleas bite anything when they’re hungry. 
Since they can live up to a year without eating, 
they are waiting for anything that walks. 1 have 
walked into places where the fleas literally covered 
the lower portion of my pants. Remember that an 
adult flea can be seen with the naked eye but 
neither the eggs nor larvae can. Eggs hatch in nine 
days and they like warm, humid weather. They can 
lie dormant for six months to a year. Cold tends 
to kill adults,” Young explains. 

She says a cyclic treatment is necessary because 
eggs are very difficult to kill. Larvae and adults 
can be killed, but eggs can live on and must be 
treated repeatedly. 

“When you treat the animal, you must also 
attack his environment such as the home or yard. 
It is most important that you read the label of all 
flea treatments and follow directions because of 
their toxicity.” 

Young suggests Sectrol which is a two-way 
Ilea foam. She says it is best obtained through a 
veterinarian. Pets can also be dipped by the vet¬ 
erinarian. Some treatments are used on dogs only 
since cats are more sensitive. 

Young was born in Covina but has lived most 
of her life in Sierra Madre. She will be married 
Nov. 9 at St. Rita’s Church to Frank Condon of 
New York.

California license 
necessity by Sept 


If you live or work 
in California, and you 
don’t have California 
plates on your vehicle by 
Sept. 1, you risk a ci¬ 
tation from the Califor¬ 
nia Highway Patrol. 

A new law now re¬ 
quires anyone who es¬ 
tablishes residency or ac¬ 
cepts employment in Ca¬ 
lifornia, to register his or 
her vehicles with the 
State Department of Mo¬ 
tor Vehicles within 20 
days. 

In the past, a new 
resident could drive a 
vehicle with out-of-state 
plates for up to a year, 
’as long as that registra¬ 
tion was valid. Only 
when the out-of-state re¬ 
gistration expired or 
when a year had passed, 
did the motorist have to 
get California plates. 

DMV officials estima¬ 


te that as many as 120,000 
vehicles already in the 
state must be registered 
here before Sept. 1. If 
their owners fail to com¬ 
ply with the new law, 
they will be assessed a 
20% penalty fee when 
they finally seek Califor¬ 
nia plates. 

Non-resident military 
personnel on active duty 
in California are exempt 
from the new registra¬ 
tion requirements. But 
they must display valid 
license plates i,ssued to 
them from the state 
where they were last re¬ 
gularly stationed or 
where they claim per¬ 
manent residence. This 
exemption does not ap¬ 
ply to a commercial ve¬ 
hicle used in a business 
enterprise. 

If a person lives in

an adjacent state and 
works in California, he 
or she must register a 
vehicle in both states to 
avoid a California cita¬ 
tion. 

A person is consider¬ 
ed a California resident 
if, among other factors, 
he or she is registered 
to vote here; is employed 
here; has children enroll¬ 
ed in a California pri¬ 
mary or high school; has 
a primary residence here; 
carries a California dri¬ 
ver’s license; or pays res¬ 
ident tuition at a Calif¬ 
ornia institution of high¬ 
er learning. 

The DMV estimates 
that the new law will 
increase registration re¬ 
venues by $9 million in 
the 1985-86 fiscal year 
and $8 million each year 
thereafter.

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‘Dragon in the sky’... 


Continued from last week

Through the years I have learned many 
things about Halley’s Comet. It travels an ellip¬ 
tical orbit of approximately 1,650,000,000 
miles and completes the immense loop every 
76 years. The enormous bulk, the head many 
times larger than the earth and with a tail 
estimated to be 20,000,000 miles long, an 
unimaginable streak of fire, hurtles through 
space’at the speed of 2500 miles per hour. 

It, along A th other comets, was ob¬ 
served by the ancients, among them Aristotle 
who surmised they might be fiery exhalations 
from the earth’s atmosphere, but it was the 
Roman senator, Seneca, who speculated they 
might be independent bodies flying through 
space and that someday man would solve the 
riddle of their origin. 

Long before Seneca and Aristotle, comets, 
as well as other heavenly bodies, had been 
studied by the Egyptians and the Babylo¬ 
nians, who plotted their courses and used 
their astronomical knowledge in sophisticated 
engineering feats, some of them startling by 
even today’s standards. No doubt Early Man, 
as he shivered through the glacial blue of the 
Ice Age nights or cowered in the rocky gorges 
of Africa, saw the comet and was fearful. 

The comet was in the skies at the time 
when William, the Conqueror, crosses the 
English Channel in 1066, and has been accord¬ 
ed a place in human history by being worked 
into the weaving of the Bayeaux Tapestry 
which was woven to commemorate that memo¬ 
rable crossing. But it remained for a man 
who lived 600 years later to chart its course, 
and because of his studies, later scientists gave 
the comet his name. 

No one knows how old the comet is, 
and only in the last 100 generations has man 
made observations of it and 2000 years are a 
mere split-second in the timeciock of the 
universe. And only in the last 400 years 
since the first real telescope was developed 
has man had anything but his naked eye 
and his fertile imagination on which to base 
his observations. 

If calculations are correct, and they pro¬ 
bably are, the comet made the turn in tts 
orbit sometime around 1948 and wtll be tn 
view of humans next year in 1986. 


As 1 have passed the Biblical 4 score and 
10, there is a good chance that I will see tt 
again. Sometimes, in the sleepless hours of the 
night, 1 try to think of the many thtngs that 
have happened since that long ago morning 
when 1 stood in trembling awe and fright and 
watched the fiery dragon slashing through the 
cisrk skies. 

Some say the comet was here before the 
earth was formed and was established in its 
own orbit while the planet we call home was 
still a whirling ball of naming gases. It so, 
it has seen the solidifying of the earth, the 
slow evolution of plants and animals and the 
development of that strange little creature who 
calls the world his own and is now embarking 
on outer space exploration to open new and 
unlimitable horizons. 

Each time the comet visits our portion ol 
the universe, it sees changes. Those before 
recorded history can only offer speculation 
and only in the last few thousand years are 
we reasonably sure of our history. Each span 
of 76 years sees more changes, but no doubt 
the comet has seen more in its last two or¬ 
bits than ever before. • U. I

try to think of a few things the comet has 
seen in its incredible journey. It comes by 
our planet every 76 years, but what does it 
see and visit out there in the trackless wastes 
of illimitable time where millions of other 
planets and stars go their own way and live 
their own life? Does it see huge heavenly 
bodies swarming with life, some still in the 
early formative stage? Does it see others whose 
dark, fire-scarred surfaces speak of some un¬ 
imaginable horror? 

Our own planet’s history is one of con¬ 
stant change. Billions of years ago it was a 
whirling ball ot gases. Then it solidified into 
a ball of molten rock and metal, cooled through 
a period of millions of years and then through 
some mvsterious process, the first cell ot plant 
life was'evolved. Then came the long road of 
evolution in growth, leading to animal lile 
and the gradual emergence of our own spe¬ 
cies. Until man arrived and reached that stage 
where he started to change the world to suit 
himself, the earth knew no change except that 
provided and dictated by the Supreme Force 
that created it.

.lapan launched its sec¬ 
ond space craft bound to 
rendezvous with Halley’s 
Comet Wednesday from 
lapanese spaceport at 
Ktigooshima. 

I he spaceship, called 
l>lanet-A, will come 
within 62,(KK) miles of 
the comet and will pho¬ 
tograph its tail of ion¬ 
ized hydrogen. The pur¬ 
pose of the mission is to 
record the growth of its 
tail as it nears the sun 
and begins to decay as it 
leaves our solar system. 

I’lanet-A will also 
tneasure the effects of 
solar winds on the eo- 
mel. These winds will 
play a large role in how 
bright Ihe comet will be 
seen from earth. 

The .lapanese probe 


will be joined by two 
Russian and one Euro¬ 
pean space probe as the 
comet nears earth. 

Planet-A is a eyiinder 
which measures AVi feet 
wide and 2 ft. long. It will 
be kept on course by' 
thrusters that are con¬ 
trolled from earth-ba.sed 
tracking systems. 

The Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory’s world-wide 
deep space tracking sys¬ 
tem will help in gath¬ 
ering data. Planet-A’s 
sister probe, launched 
two months ago, will al¬ 
so measure the solar 
winds which travel one 
million miles per hour 
with temperatures reach¬ 
ing 5000 degrees. 

Japan’s probes indi¬ 
cate a shift in their space

industry which until now 
was only confined to 
launching communica¬ 
tion satellites which re¬ 
mained in earth’s orbit.

adopted for “municipal purposes to offset energy 
expenses” for lights for the fiscal year 1985-86. 

Councilman Simpson is concerned about the 
condition of Sierra Vista Park and said, “It dis¬ 
turbs me that the facilities were not taken care of. 
We have aked for painting, striping, two handi¬ 
capped areas of the parking and reroofing of the 
center ... We can apply for a CRA loan until a 
grant comes through. If it doesn’t come through, the 

( RA can pay.” 

T here is the possibility of a California Parks 
and Recreational Facilities Act of 1984 for $20,000 
to $.10,()()(). Since no application was filed last year, 
the deadline for submission for this year’s funding 
is October. Next year is the city’s last chance to 
apply. 

“That area looks like the dickens,” Simpson

Proceeds from the 
June Faire help toward 
maintenance costs of the 
British Home which is 
located at 647 W. Man- 
zanita. The facility was 
very much in the news 
back in February, 1983, 
when Queen Elizabeth 
visited there. Five se¬ 
parate living units make 
up the complex and the 
Queen took the time to 
stop at each one for a 
personal visit with the 
residents, a total of 37 
people. 

However, the weather¬ 
man became completely 
confused by the royal 
visit and instead of pro¬ 
viding California sun¬ 
shine, came through with 
typically English weath¬ 
er. It poured. This 
caused a carpet in a tent 
that had been set up 
to become soaking wet. 
The Sierra Madre Fire 
Department came to re¬ 
move the water, accord¬ 
ing to Sheila Schnegg, 
president of the execu¬ 
tive board of the British 
Home. 

The Fire Department’s 
help, the help from Chief 
Betts and the Police De¬ 
partment, the City 
Council, all who have al¬ 
ways been most support- 
I ive over the years, was 
invaluable that day, says 
Schnegg. She told this to 
the Queen and about the 
carpet drying incident. 

Since the facility was 
built in 1931, a number 
of dignitaries and Royal 
family members have 
visited, including Prin- 

t cess Margaret, Princess 
Alexandria and the 
Duchess of Gloucester. 
Reiidertts are Americans 


of British descent or 
spouses of people born 
in the British Isles. It 
is one of four such es¬ 
tablishments in the Uni¬ 
ted States. The others are 
in New York, Florida 
and Illinois. 

The facility is ad¬ 
ministered by an execu¬ 
tive board and Schnegg 
has been president for 
the last five years. Sup¬ 
port is also received from 
the Daughters of the Bri¬ 
tish Empire in the west¬ 
ern states and Hawaii. 
Sierra Madre has two 
chapters, Killarney and 
Princess Royal. 

Various chapters set 
up colorful booths for 
the Faire on the back 
lawn of the home amidst 
its lovely trees. A va¬ 
riety of items are sold, 
many typical of the Bri¬ 
tish Isles, as is the food. 
The small sausage rolls 
and meat pies are my 
favorites. The residents 
also have a booth of 
handcrafted items. 

Among my purchases 
was a real treasure — a 
copy of the official pro¬ 
gram of the wedding pre¬ 
sented to those who at¬ 
tended the marriage of 
Prince Charles and Prin¬ 
cess Di. 

The Faire is opened 
officially at 10:30 a.m. 
with the playing of “God 
Save the Queen.” Enter¬ 
tainment was provided 
during the day by the 
Waverly Dancers who 
are Scotti.sh, a colorful 
bagpipe band, which is 
the official pipe band 
of the Los Angeles Po¬ 
lice Department and by 
the multi-talented music¬ 
al hall-type entertainer 
Ray Cooper wearing a 
Busker-suit. It’s also very 
infectious hearing so 
many people speak with 
a British accent. 

By the end of the 
week, in time for the 
Greek Festival, I had lost 
my acquired English ac¬ 
cent. On that Friday and 
Saturday, members of a 
Greek church congrega¬ 
tion provide a wonderful 
variety of delicious 
homemade Greek food 
that you can enjoy din¬ 
ing al fresco. Tables with 
blue and white checkered 
cloths are set up around 
the lawn, large overhead 
blue and white striped 


awnings provide shade 
and Greek music can be 
heard in the background. 
Forget calories. 

Sponsor of the affair 
is the Greek Evangelical 
Church which meets 
each Sunday for their 
church service in the 
Woman’s Club. Funds 
raised go for missionary 
work and toward a 
building fund for their 
own church, according 
to George Kefalas, one 
of the three lay minis¬ 
ters for the congrega¬ 
tion. 

Members attending 
this church group arc 
made up of Greek-speak¬ 
ing people mostly in San 
Gabriel Valley, but the 
church draws from a 30- 
mile radius. Kefalas and 
others originally attend¬ 
ed Bethany Church here. 
But it was felt there was 
a need to establish this 
church to help Greek 
people in the area, both 
long-time residents and 
newcomers who have not 
been able to become ac¬ 
customed to worshipping 
in an American church, 
to worship among Greek 
people and in their own 
culture. Originally they 
met in homes, but for 
the last four years, the 
Sunday church services 
have been held at the 
Woman’s Club. 

Both the Faire and 
Festival are greatly sup¬ 
ported by Sierra Madre 
people and are highly 
successful fund-raisers as 
well as very enjoyable ac¬ 
tivities for our com¬ 
munity. 

In the meantime, we 
can always go to Sierra 
Madre’s “Touch of 
France” restaurant and 
enjoy continental dining 
at their sidewalk cafe.
